But this 
spake he of the Spirit which they that believe on 
him should receive; for the Holy Ghost was not 
yet given; because that Jesus was not yet glori- 


fred.”—John 7 :37-39. 


Let me speak first to you of 
this feast. It was the Feast of} 
..Tabernacles, and came in ‘the~fall 
of the year,;“about our October. 
The. JewsS...weré an agricultural 
people; and the harvest was now 
garnered, and a time of rest and 
,Fecreation and gladness had come. 
* The men were required to go 
up .to..Jderusalem at this feast, 
Which” commemorated the time, 
fifteen hundred years before, when 
their ancestors, not yet welded in- 
to a nation, were journeying in 
the wilderness and dwelling tem- 
porarily in tabernacles or tents 
on their way to Canaan. While the 
men only were required to go up, 
yet. many brought their women 
with them, their wives and chil- 
dren, to partake of the social and 
religious festivities of the time. 
There were no _ locomotives in 
those days, no trolley cars, no 
stage coaches nor omnibuses, no 
farm wagons and carryalls, and 
the people walked. The older and 
. the feebler might .ride on, asses 
or donkeys, but for the most part 
they walked, no matter how long 
the journey or how much time 
it took. 


Picture the happy scene. From 
every hamlet, village and town, 
the people are gathering out into 
the great highway leading to 
Mount Zion. They have not met 
before for months or perhaps a 
year. The men are discussing poli- 
tics and the crops, the women are 
enjoying their neighborly gossip, 
the children are romping in the 
way, the young men and maidens 
are making love, and God looks 


down upon it all in gracious fa-| 


vor, for He has planned it all, 
and desires His people to be hap- 
py, only that they be happy in 
Him. 

The feast lasts a week—a week 
of eight days—and during this 
whole time the people are living 
in the open. They are dwelling in 
booths made of boughs’ and 
branches of the trees. They are 
having a social«time, and yet it is 
a religious time. The temple. is the 
great centre of attraction. The 
priests and the Levites are con- 
-tinually occupied in presenting the 
people’s offerings and in the pub- 
jie worshin of God. The singing of 
glad songs and the sweet sounds 
of the instruments of music fill 
the air. 

But the great day of the feast is 
the. last day. A unique ceremony 
takes place on this day. It takes 
place, perhaps, on each day, but 
there are special features con- 
nected with it on this day. The 
priests and Levites form in grand 
precession (“the former carrying 
golden vessels in their hands, and 
chanting the psalms of Zion and 
playing on the instruments of 
music,”) and march to the his- 
toric pool of Siloam. There they 
fill the vessels with its sacred 
water, and return in the same 
manner to.the temple court.. And 
now, at a given signal, the con- 
tents of the vessels are poured 
out upon the brazen altar, to the 
accompaniment of such a shout

The Significance of the 
Transaction 


But what is the significance of 
this transaction, or what meaning 
does it bear? We must go back 
seven hundred years to the praph- 
et Isaiah to find out. The people 
were iniquitous and living in dis- 
obedience to God, experiencing all 
the suffering and sorrow incident 
to such a course. But God had 
graciously promised them a re- 
vival, saying by the prophet:

Genesis 1:1—2:24

world at all. There was no sun to 
shine, no stars to twinkle, no 
moonbeams to play through the 
night shadows.

Out of the 
entire congregation, only one 
member remained in Milwaukee— 
a lady whose husband was not a 
member of the assembly. The 
group sold their church property 
for $36,000, using $12,000 of it to 
pay off a mortgage and appropri- 
ating the remainder for moving 
expenses and beginning the church 
in Phoenix.

3. Sex Is Not Sinful 

Every living thing in the uni- 
verse owes its life to the principle 
of sex. Flowers ... animals... 
human beings, depend upon the 
uniting of the male and_the fe- 
male. This is part of the plan of 
Almighty God. God’s first com- 
mand to man was, “Be fruitful, 
and multiply, and replenish the 
earth” (Gen. 1:28). Reproduction, 
thus ordained, has nothing to do 
with sin because God said this to 
Adam before he had committed 
any sin. God established sex in 
the marriage relationship before 
sin ever came into the world, so it 
cannot have, anything to do with 
sin. 

The record of God’s creation of 
woman .and the foundation of 
marriage is sublime: “And the 
Lord God said, It is not good that 
the man should be alone: I will 
make him an help-meet for him” 
(Gen. 2:18). 

That’s a wonderful ideal for a 
man and woman. Eve was created 
to be not a hindrance, but a help- 
meet. Her divine purpose reminds 
me of the thousands of women 
who quietly but couragéously cre- 
ate a home background which en- 
ables a man to be at his best. A 
wife’s gracious help has caused a 
famous man to acknowledge, “I 
couldn’t have accomplished any- 
thing without my wife’s help.” 
Such a wife is a: help-meet. Hap- 
piness in marriage is based, not 
upon the woman being the same 
as the man, but upon her being 
one in whom he finds his counter- 
part, or as the Syriac transla- 
tion of the Bible says, ‘‘a helper 
similar to him.” 

After telling the type of wom- 
an God intended to create, Scrip- 
ture says: : 


And the Lord God caused a 
deep sleep to fall upon Adam, 
and he slept: and he took one 
of his ribs [that is, flank or 
side| and closed up the flesh 
instead thereof; And the rib, 
which the Lord God had tak- 
en from man, made he a 
woman, and brought her unto 
the man. And Adam said, This 
is now bone of my bones, and 
flesh of my flesh: she shall 
be called Woman, because she 
was taken out of Man. There- 
fore shall a man leave his 
father and his mother, and 
shall cleave unto his wife: 
and they shall be one flesh. 
And they were both naked, 
the man and his wife, and 
were not ashamed (Gen, 2:21- 
25). 

That is God’s ideal for young 
men and women, to find one mate 
and stay together. It has been well 
said that a truly happy marriage 
is one in which &® woman gives 
the best years of her life to the 
man who has made them the 
best. 

The Bible is replete with .ad- 
vice for a happy marriage, and 
says, “Rejoice with the wife of thy 
youth” (Prov. 5:18). This verse 
refers. to the physical side ef love, 
proving that sex in itself is not 
sinful, The Bible says, ‘“Whoso 
findeth a wife findeth a good thing 
for good fortune, as another 
translation gives it!, and obtain- 


eth favour of the Lord” (Prov. 
18 :22). 
When our Lord was here on 


earth, He put His seal of bless- 
ing upon marriage by attending a 
wedding in Cana of Galilee. He 
even performed His first miracle 
there, the changing of water into 
wine for the wedding guests.

marry” (I Tim. 4:1 and 3). There 
are certain religions and _ cults 
which teach that their ministers 
or priests are more holy when 
they do not marry. Christian Sci- 
ence, for instance, speaks of mar- 
riage as something to be endured 
until, as Mary Baker Eddy infers, 
mankind has risen above it. She 
says, “Marriage is the legal and 
moral provision for generation 
among the human kind. Until the 
spiritual” creation is discerned in- 
tact, is apprehended and under- 
stood, and His kingdom is come as 
in the vision of the Apocalypse—- 
where the corporeal sense of crea- 
tion was cast out, and its spiritual 
sense was revealed from heaven,— 
marriage will continue” (Science 
and Health, pg. 56, 1915 Ed., pub- 
ished by Allison V. Stewart). 
Indeed, marriage will continue! 
It will continue because it is or- 
dained of God! The writer to the 
Hebrews, under the inspiration of 
the Holy Spirit, said, ‘““Marriage is 
honourable in all, and the bed 
undefiled” (Heb. 13:4)> The depth 
of companionship between one 
man and one woman transcends 
all other earthly relationships. 
They are complete in each oth- 
er. Thank God for marriage! “One 
of the good things that come of 
a true marriage is that there is 
one face on which changes come 
without your seeing them; or rath- 
er there is one face which you 
can still see the same, through all 
the shadows which years ‘have 
gathered upon it” (G. Macdonald). 
But the very Scripture which 
sets its seal upon sex in marriage, 
warns, “But whoremongers and 
adulterers God will judge” (Heb. 


| 13:4). 


Yet, on all sides in America, as 
we have seen, a hundred forces are 
luring our youth into sex sins. 
What, therefore, is the young man 
or woman to do? How can young 
people resist temptation and what 
is their incentive to do so? 


4. The Temptation of Sex 


Temptations are like tramps. 
Treat them kindly and they re- 
turn, bringing others with them. 
There is only one sure way to 
resist temptation, and that way 
is made clear in the Scriptures: 


There hath no temptation tak-_ 
en you but such as is common 
to man: but God is faithful, 
who will not suffer you to be 
tempted above that ye are able; 
but will with the temptation al- 
so make a way to escape, that 
ye may be able to bear it. 

Wherefore, my dearly beloved, 
flee (I Cor, 10:13, 14). 


That is what God’s Word says. 
Temptation is the let of all»men. 
But with that temptation, there 
is a way to escape. It’s up to you 
to take the way, to flee. 


Flee also youthful lusts 
Tire. 2:22); 

Flee fornication. 
that a man doeth is without 
the body: but he that commit- 
teth fornication sinneth against 
his own body (I Cor. 6:18). 

3ut thou, O man of God, flee 
these things (1 Tim. 6:11). 


We find in the Old Testament 
some splendid examples of young 
men who fled from lust. Joseph 
was the next to the youngest son 
of Jacob, the older of his two sons 
by his most beloved wife, Rachel. 
When Joseph was about seventeen 
years old, his older brothers were

| so jealous of him that they sold 
The Apostle Paul when instruct- 


him to passing Midianite mer- 
chants for twenty pieces of sil- 
ver. The Midianites in turn sold 
Joseph to Potiphar, a court at- 


tendant of Pharaoh. Joseph held 

a high position in  Potiphar’s 

household, supervising his -gar- 

dens, lands, fisheries and cattle. 

Potiphar’s wife was enamored 
with Joseph and she tempted him. 
But he answered her, ‘‘How can I 
do this great wickedness, and sin 
against God?” and he fled! She 
was enraged and caught his outer 
garment as he ran and showed it 
to her husband, accusing Joseph 
of trying to rape her. Joseph was 
put in prison, but God honored him 
and brought him out of the prison, 
making him second in power to 
Pharaoh. 

Another young man who resist- 
ed the temptations of the flesh 
was Daniel. When he was yet a 
young man he was carried cap- 
tive to Babylon. As part of his 
training to be one of the King’s 
courtiers, he was offered wine and 
meat from the King’s table. But 
Daniel “purposed in his heart that 
he would not defile himself” (Dan. 
1:8). 5 

He asked permission to live on 
a simple diet of water and vegeta- 
bles, such as peas and beans, for 
ten days. At the end of those ten 
days he and his companions who 
had gone on this limited diet, ap- 
peared “fairer and fatter in flesh 
than all the children which did eat 
the portion of the king’s meat” 
(Dan. 1:15). God honored Daniel's 
faithfulness and later he became 
Prime Minister over Babylon. 

If you, young man and young 
woman, want to live up to God's 
standards for you, there are some 
things from which you are going 
to have to learn to flee. 

5, Flee Licentious Literature 
“You are what you read.” 
Just as the Bible becomes a part 

of you when you read it. day after 

day, so, too, the reading of sex- 
ridden books will become a part 
of you when you read them. 

The newsstands are piled high 
today with  licentious, passion- 
filled books. Many of them have 
paper covers and are cheap in 
price as well as in content. Read- 
ing them leaves their impression 
on your mind. 

In order to combat this blight 
on our nation, Christian book- 
stores have been opened all across 
the country. Search out the Chris- 
tian book store of your community 
and find books to fill your mind 
with high ideals. 


6. Flee Television 


Probably television is the most 
prevalent temptation in the United 
States today because it is the 
handiest. The instrument _ isin 
many-of.our- living’ rooms. All you 
have to do is turn a knob and on 
that screen comes a parade of 
temptations. Flee television be- 
cause: 


TV Tempts You to Waste Your 
Life. 

I’ve had many a young person 
come to me and say, “I used to get 
my homework done and then I 
would read e couple of chapters 
in the Bible and pray before go- 
ing to bed at night, but then the 
folks bought a TV set. And you 
know how the thing is. I get look- 
ing at one program and then an- 
other, and the first thing I know 
|I don’t get my homework done 
rand I don’t have time to pray 
and read the Word.’ That can 
happen to you too. Your spiritual 
life is blighted when you are 
tempted to spend time watching 
TV instead of reading God’s Word. 

TV Tempts You to Defile Your 
Mind. 

There is much filth on TV. One 
Sunday night a couple of years 
ago I was sick and at home in- 
stead of out preaching. I had heard 
about a terrific comic. on tele- 
vision so I decided to watch him 
to see why his rating was so high. 
For ten minutes I thought I had 
never seen anyone so funny in 
my life. His jokes were a lot of 
good clean fun, but then he had 


'to tell a shady, double-meaning 
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story and I turned the set off. I 
thought to myself, why couldn’t 
he offer something clean to youth? 
Why did he have to spoil his pro- 
gram with such smut? 

Listening to and watching this 
filth is bound to degrade the mind 
and as our Lord said, ‘Those 
things which proceed out of the 
mouth come forth from the heart; 
and they defile the man. For out 
of the heart proceed evil thoughts, 
murders, adulteries, fornications, 
thefts, false witness, blasphemies: 
These are the things which defile 
man” (Matt. 15:18-20). 

Television is like a knife—it can 
be used for a right purpose and 
for a wrong purpose, My wife and 
I have taught our children how 
to use a knife rightly and I be- 
lieve we have taught our children 
how to use radio and television 
rightly; to exercise judgment in 
deciding what they will watch. 

The answer to the temptation to 
waste your life is found in prayer 
before God. On your knees cove- 
nant with the Lord to “put first 
things first.” See to it that you 
do your necessary homework and 
housework before you turn on 
your television set, “The soul of 
the diligent shall be made fat” 
(Prov. 13:4). 

The answer to the temptation to 
defile your mind will come easier 
when you have put television in 
its proper place. You will be spend- 
ing less time watching the screen 
and, therefore, you will want to 
watch only the better programs. 
For there are some clean programs 
on TV: news, gospel programs, 
educational features and travel 
pictures. You must be as selective 
in your television watching as you 
are in every phase of your life. 
As the Psalmist said, ‘“‘What man 
is he that desireth life, and loveth 
many days, that he may see good? 

.. Depart from evil, and do good; 
seek peace, and pursue it” (Ps. 
34:12, 14). 


7. Flee Movies 


There is not a great 
difference between the tempta- 
tions of television and that of 
movies. Many of the same people 
act in them. And many movies 
are run on television; so television 
is often just the beginning of mo- 
tion pictures into your home. I 
have had experience with movies. 
I was converted when I was nine- 
teen and started reading my Bible, 
but the coming of the Lord didn’t 
seem real to me until I read a 
book named Jn the Twinkling of 
an Hye.* When I started reading 
that book~-I stayed up all night 
until. I finished_it, 


The following Saturday night I 
called for my girl and we went 
to the movies, as we usually did. 
We had been there for maybe

half an hour when there came 
on the screen some dirty, filthy 
stuff. 


I broke out in a cold sweat and 
whispered, “Let’s get out of here 
in a hurry.” 

“What’s the matter?” she asked. 

“T’ll tell you outside. No time 
now. Let’s get out of here.” 

Whew! Outside I breathed some 
clean, fresh air, and thanked the 
Lord we were out of that place. 

“What's the matter with you?” 
she kept- asking. 

“You know, Jesus may come to- 
night. I started thinking, suppose 
He were to come and find us sit- 
ting here, looking at. that dirty, 
filthy stuff on the screen.” 

That was over twenty years ago 
and I haven’t been back since! 
Scripture says, “Every man that 
hath this hope tn him purifieth 
himself, even as he is pure” (1 
John 3:3). |

who were more to be pitied than 
those in Hollywood. You know, 
in the fourth chapter of John the 
story is told of how the Lord Je- 
sus met a beautiful woman, prob- 
ably the most beautiful girl in 
Samaria. She was typical of many 
Hollywood women, having had five 
husbands and living with another 
man who wasn’t her husband. The 
Lord Jesus did not criticize her 
and rip her apart because of her 
sensual life. Rather, He solved her 
problems by bringing her into a 
knowledge of the true worship of 
God and convinced her that He 
was Christ, the Messiah come in 
the flesh. 

I dare that many of the 
Hollywood crowd are like the Sa- 
maritan woman. Many a night 
she probably cried herself to sleep 
and then woke up in the middle 
of the night having nightmares. 
And so our modern women of Sa- 
maria go from one man to anoth- 
er. They are divorced and remarry 
and are not satisfied. That is why 
they take sleeping pills and some 
of them even commit suicide. They 
need your love and prayers. If you 
pray for them, maybe you can 
bring them to Christ, the only One 
who will solve their problems, The 
Bible says, “Be not deceived; God 
is not mocked: for whatsoever a 
man soweth; that shall he also 
reap. For he that soweth to his 
fiesh shall of the flesh reap cor- 
ruption; but he that soweth to 
the Spirit shall of the Spirit reap 
life everlasting’ (Gal. 6:7, 8). 

3ut while we are praying for 
the Hollywood crowd, let’s not get 
soft and compromise with their 
sin. Even the world calls these 
moving picture houses “passion 
pits.” And.-well they might, for 
the darkness of the theater and 
the picture on the screen tempt 
many a red-blooded, young per- 
son. 

The matter of taking a stand 
against the theater isn’t anything 
new. Abraham Kuyper, the Dutch 
theologian, in his Lectures on Cal- 
vinism. (Eerdmans,.1931, pp.75, 
76), mentions the theater as being 
among those things shunned as 
evils by the historic Calvinists. He 
says, “Our fathers perceived ex- 
cellently well that it was-~ just 
these three: Dancing, Card-play- 
ing, and Theater-going, with which 
the world was madly in love.... 
For this very reason, they recog- 
nized in these three the RUBICON 
Which no true Calvinist could 
cross without sacrificing his earn- 
estness to dangerous mirth, and 
the fear of the Lord too often far 
from spotless pleasures.” 

Think of that, way back in Cal- 
vin’s day, out-and-out, born-again 
Christians took a stand against 
Dancing, Card- Playing and Thea«~ 
ter-going. * 

I am thankful that in recent 
years the Christian church has 
taken over, to some extent, the 
expressive medium of movies. Bet- 
tér prockiced Christian movies are 
being filmed at an ever increasing 
rate. Cooperate when your church, 
youth group, or some Christian 
organization shows a film. Go and 
take your friends. You will enjoy 
this clean type of picture.

that is thirsty, and floods upon 
the dry ground: I will pour my 
Spirit upon thy seed, and my 
blessing upon thine offspring; 
and they shall spring up as 
among the grass, as willows by 
the water courses. One shall 
say, I am the Lord’s; and an- 
other shall call himself by the 
name of Jacob; and another 
shall subscribe with his hand 
unto the Lord, and surname 
himself by the name of Israel.” 
—Isaiah 44:3-5. 


The people were in such a case 
in Jesus’ day., Indeed, they were 
almost always in such a case. And 
the transaction just referred to 
was in some respects an emblem 
of their condition. They were sup- 
posed in that transaction to con- 
fess their need to God, to plead 
their thirst, and to appeal to Him 
for the fulfillment of the prom- 
ise of His Spirit. 

Jesus seizes upon this moment, 
for He is present at the feast. He 
stands and cries. He takes His 
position on some exalted place, 
and lifting His voice as it is 
not said He did at any other 
time, they hear Him say: “If any 
man thirst, let him come unto me, 
and drink!” 

Jesus is the Very God, or else 
He is the greatest. blasphemer and 
impostor who ever lived. This in- 


vitation on His part proves Him 
to be-either the one or the other. | 
Who hath power to pour out the

Holy Spirit, save God only? Is 
this not His prerogative alone? 
And yet Jesus in this instance 
claims it as His own. Are not His 


countrymen here professing to be | 


athirst? Are they not apparently 
seeking the Holy Spirit? And does 
He not say: “I am He who is able 
and willing to supply your need”? 
What other application can be 
given to the words: “If any man 
thirst, let him come unto me and 
drink”? 


The Meaning of Jesus’ Words 

But how can a man “drink” of 
Jesus? What is the meaning of 
that word ‘drink’? Let Jesus 
Himself explain, when in the next 
sentence He says: 


“He that believeth on me, as 
the scripture hath said, out of 
his belly shall flow rivers of 
living water.” 

To come to Jesus and to drink 
of Jesus is to believe on Jesus. 


And if one ask what it is to “be- 


lieve” on Jesus, the answer is, to 
commit yourself to Jesus, to com- 
mit yourself to Him as your Sav- 
iour to be saved and.as your Lord 
you would serve. 


On one occasion in Jesus’ min- 
istry, earlier than this, there were 
many who believed on Him when 
they_saw the miracles He did. But 
it is added that “Jesus did not 
commit himself unto them, be- 
cause he knew all men.” We know 
what “commit” means in this 
case. We know that He did not 
trust Himself to these men, that 
He did not put Himself in their 
hands or “give Himself away” to 
them. But this word ‘‘commit”’ is 
in the Greek the same as our word 
“believe,” and it might be rend- 
ered, “Jesus did not believe Him- 
self unto them, for He knew what 
was in man.” If, then, commit is 
to believe, to believe is to commit; 
and the man who commits him- 
self to Jesus, who trusts himself, 
who gives himself away to Jesus 
as his Saviour and his Lord, that 
man “comes” to Jesus”~ and 
“drinks” of Jesus and is blessed. 


But what is the blessing he re- 
ceives? It is not only a blessing 
for himself, but a blessing for 
others through himself—‘‘Out of 
his belly shall flow rivers of living 
water.” He himself shall be filled 
with blessing and shall overflow in 
blessing. By “his belly” is figura- 
tively meant the-source or foun- 
tain of his inner being. And by 
the “living water” is meant that 
supply of spiritual and eternal life 
which he possesses, and which he 
shall minister to all about. 

Let us name some of these riv- 
ers of living water: 

1. There is the river of a Chris- 
tian character. I was once the pas- 
tor of a church where a certain 
man, past middle age, presented 
himself for membership on con- 
fession of his faith. The church 
committee was surprised, for they 
had known this man these many 
years as a scoffer at Christianity 
and an absentee from church. 
What had. brought. about this 
change, they asked. Watching the 
life of his neighbor, Mr. D——, 
he replied. Mr, D— was a Chris- 
tian and a member of this church, 
who had lived in his proximity a 
long while. He had observed him 
going in and out, he had studied 
him in his home and in his busi- 
ness, until at length he was con- 
vinced Mr. D——’s religion was a 
religion he required, and his neigh- 
bor’s God should be his God. 

2. There is the river of Christian 
testimony. A woman I know was 
addicted to a certain habit in- 
jurious to her health, and detri- 
mental to her spiritual life. One 
day she had a guest who had been 
similarly addicted, and who testi- 
fied to a baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, as she described it, which 
had set her free. Her hostess lis- 
tened without reply. But after she 
had bowed her visitor from. the 
door, she turned, and leaning her 
head upon the newel post of the 
flight of stairs leading to her 
room, she simply said: “O God, 
Thou -knowest I had rather have 
the Holy Ghost than longer to re- 
tain this habit. Fill me with Thy 
Spirit and set me free.” It is now 
more than fifteen years ago, but 
from that moment she has been 
free. 


3. There is the river of Chris- 


ers were in the habit of meeting 


tian service. Ina beautiful town 
of western Pennsylvania, there 
dwells a’ man, the father of a 
family, who for years was a Vil- 
lage “bum’—a _ § “ne’er-do-well’; 
who spent his time and what little 
money he could earn in the saloon. 
He came to Jesus, and he “drank 
of that life-giving stream,” .and 
began at once to minister salva- 
tion to other souls. He took his 
Bible into the saloons, and getting 
permission, read its contents to 
some who were gathered there, 
and talked with them, and some- 
times prayed with them, and has 
led, and is still leading, many oth- 
er souls to the Saviour he has 
found. 


4. There is the river of Chris- 
tian intercession. Edward Judson, 
apostolic son of an apostolic fa- 
ther, Adoniram Judson, of mission- 
ary fame, tells this story of a re- 
vival he was conducting in a fash- 
ionable church of which he once 
was pastor. He said he was de- 
pending for results, not on the ma- 
chinery of his organization, not

The Secret of Blessing 


But what is the philosophy of 
the situation? How can it be 
explained that such an one be- 
comes a blessing? The answer is 
given in the text, for John affirms 
that these things were spoken by 
Jesus of the Holy Spirit, ‘which 
they thgt believed on Him were 
to receive.” The Holy Spirit was 
not then given unto men-as now 
He can be given, because that 
Jesus was not then glorified. 


But Jesus now is glorified. He 
died, and rose again from the 
dead; He ascended into heaven, 
and sat down at the right hand 
of God. And ‘it is part of the re- 
ward of His obedience as _ the 
God-man that He sheds forth the 
Holy Ghost upon them that be- 
heve on Him (Acts 2:32, 33). It 
is the Holy Ghost, then, dwelling 
in a man, filling the man, over- 
flowing the man, that makes that 
man a channel of spiritual bless- 
ing to all around him, in his life, 
his testimony, his service, his in- 
tercession, and a score of ways 
as rivers of living water.

they gave all their time, thought, 
and care to their own material in- 
terests. ‘Is it time for you, O ye, 
to dwell in your ceiled houses, 
and this house lie waste?” cried 
the prophet. 


As a judgment upon a_forgetful 
and ungrateful people, God sent 
a drought upon the land. The heav- 
ens turned to brass, the earth 
became like iron. They sowed but 
did not reap. They plowed but 
saw no harvest. Their cattle per- 
ished. The harder they worked, 
the less they had, for God brought 
their labor to naught. He told 
them they were like a man who 
worked hard for wages only to put 
them into a bag with. holes. 


Now can you imagine a man 
working hard for a week, two 
weeks, three weeks, a whole 
month to earn wages, then delib- 
erately .putting them for safe- 
keeping into a bag with holes in 
it? Surely the height of folly! On- 
ly a fool would do it. 


For wages are part of a man’s 
self. They represent sweat of brow 
or brain, He depends on his wages 
as security against present and fu- 
ture needs. It is expected that he 
will guard his treasure safely. A 
wise man will. 


Every man, however, has a 
greater treasure than the wages 
he earns. Man’s most priceless 
possession is his never-dying soul. 
That is why Jesus said, ‘What 
shall it profit a man, if he shall 
gain the whole world, and lose his 
own soul?” (Mark 8:36). 


Since a man’s soul is his great- 
est possessfon and the only thing 
he can take out of this world 
with him, it is his supreme duty 
to care for his soul, to guard it 
against loss. For according to the 
words of Christ, a man can save 
his soul or lose his soul. He can 
place the welfare of his soul, his 
hopes for the everlasting future, 
for safekeeping into a bag with 
holes, or he can commit his soul 
into the keeping of the Son of 
God. He can then say with Paul, 
“I am persuaded that he is able 
to keep that which I have com- 
mitted unto him, against that day” 
(II ‘Tim, 1:12). 


Nothing Jess. than this, my 
friend, and nothing else than this 
will ever give you _ satisfaction, 
security, and peace. That is your 
one most immediate need in this 
awesome hour of the world’s his- 
tory. 

When an animal eats its fill, it 
lies down satisfied. That is ~all 
# needs and wants. But not man. 
Man made in the image of God 
needs more than bread to satisfy 
his soul. And to see men and 
women today leaving God out of 
their lives and trying to stifle the 
hunger in their soul with material 
things, is nothing else than put- 
ting life’s wages into a bag with 
holes. 

History abounds with proof that 
those who sought the true joy, and 
zest, and’ meaning of life in the 
pleasures and attractions of the 
world, apart from God, at the end 
of their quest found a famine in 
the far country. They found they 
had lost the very thing they had 
gone after, Their hopes for satis- 
faction for the present and securi- 
ty for the future had been put 
into a bag with holes. To all such 
God puts the question, “Where- 
fore do ye spend money for that 
which is not bread, and your labor 
for that which satisfieth not? (Isa. 
Do 12). 

What, then, are some of those 
interests and attractions that de- 
ceive the soul in its quest for se- 
curity and peace? One is 


The Accumulation of Wealth. 


The pursuit of wealth has_ be- 
come a veritable passion with 
many in this money-mad age. It 
is true that riches give a certain 
satisfaction. Money provides op- 
portunity for enjoyment, comfort, 
and ease. But wealth does not 
feed the man within. The more he 
makes, the more he wants. The 
heart hunger is still there, for 
money fails to appease it. 

Wilbur Chapman tells of a man 
worth twenty million dollars who 
“All the 
money I ever earned and all the 
money I have in the bank to my 
credit has never given me peace.” 

Andrew Carnegie, the multi- 
millionaire, was telling a group of 
friends about his boyhood days in 


Scotland where money was a rari- 
ty. He owned a three penny piece 
—less than our dime. His sister 
offered to mind the cows all day 
if he would let her hold the coin 
in her hand till the -end of the 
day. In the evening she would 
have to give it back. 


That, my friend, is all that any 
man can do with the wealth he 
owns.. At the end of his life he 
has to relinquish it. 


A society lady of great wealth 
went to Gipsy Smith after a meet- 
ing, and although she had fine 
clothes, her own carriage, her own 
box at the opera, and a high place 
in fashionable society, she said, 
“T’m tired of it all. I want Jesus. 
These things do not satisfy me.” 


And of course they don’t. The 
richest people are not the hap- 
piest people. The quest for riches 
as an end in itself is folly. Over 
the desk of every would-be-rich 
man I: would like to place God’s 
warning, “They that will be rich 
fall into temptation and a snare, 
and into many foolish and hurtful 
lusts, which drown. men in de- 
struction and perdition. For the 
love of money is the root of all 
evil: which while some coveted 
after, they have erred from the 
faith,. and pierced themselves 
through with many sorrows” (I 
Tim. 6:9, 10). 


“Many sorrows” is right. His- 
tory proves it. Experience cries 
out that it is so, Ponder the fol- 
lowing statement recently pub- 
lished: 


In 1923 a group of the world’s 
most successful financiers met at 
the Edgewater Beach Hotel in 
Chicago. Present were: 


The president of the largest in- 
dependent steel company. 


The president of the largest 
utility company. 

The president of the New York 
Stock Exchange. 


The greatest wheat speculator. 
The greatest bear in Wall St. 


A member of the President’s 
cabinet. 


The head of the world’s greatest 
monopoly. 

The president of the Bank of 
International Settlement. 

Collectively, these tycoons con- 
trolled more wealth than there 
was in the United States Treasury. 
Surely if wealth brings peace and 
security, these men will have it. 
Twenty-five years later see what 
happened to them. : 

The president of the largest in- 
dependent steel company, Charles 
Schwab, lived on borrowed money 
the last five-years of his life, and 
died penniless. 

The greatest wheat speculator, 
Arthur Cutten, died abroad, in- 
solvent. 

The president of the New York 
Stock Exchange, Richard Whitney, 
was released from Sing Sing. 

The greatest bear in Wall 
Street, Jesse Livermore, commit- 
ted suicide, 

The member of the President’s 
cabinet, Albert Fall, was pardoned 
from. prison so he could die at 
home. 

The head of the world’s great- 
est monopoly, Ivor Kreuger, com- 
mitted suicide. 

The president of the Bank of 
International Settlement, Leon 
Fraser, committed suicide.

Now all of these men. had 
learned how to make money, 
but. none of them had_ learned 
the true joy and meaning. of 
life. Yet the same tragedy. con- 
tinues day after day. The recent 


| suicide of Robert R. Young, Chair- 


man of the Board of the New 
York Central Railroad, shocked 
the nation. Still vigorous in mid- 
dle age and worth six million dol- 
lars, he seemed~to have reached 
the top. Did he? His body_fills a 
suicide’s grave and his soul goes 
before God guilty of self-murder. 
What a terrible end to a talented 
human life! Young lamented in 
a poem he wrote the emptiness of 
his life. He found that although 
wealth promised much joy, much 
security, much peace, instead it is 
a deceiver. It gives only “many 
sorrows.” It is a bag with holes. 
The same thing is true of 


The Pursuit of Pleasure. 


Multitudes today are trying to 
find satisfaction of soul in wine, 


women, and song. And there is 
a fleshly thrill to be found in such 
things. The Bible admits that we 
can “enjoy the pleasures of sin 
for a season.” But mark you, my 
friend, it is only “for a season.” 
Sinful pleasure promises gratifica- 
tion and happiness, but in the end 
fails to fulfill the contract. It also 
is a bag with holes. 


Pleasures are like poppies spread— 

You seize the flower, the bloom is shed. 
Or like a snowflake on the river— 

One moment seen, then lost forever! 


Ask any of its votaries if the 
pleasures of sin satisfied their 
thirst of soul for security and 
peace. They will tell you, 


| tried the broken cisterns 
But, ah, the waters failed. 

E’en as | stooped to drink they fled 
And mocked me as | wailed. 


Ask Byron the poet, a lover of 
pleasure, and who had the world 
at his feet: 


He heard every trump of fame, 

Drank every cup of joy; 

Drank early, deeply drank. 

Drank draughts which common millions 
Might have quenched, Then died of thirst 
Because there was no more to drink. 


And when. still a young man 
scarcely thirty, Byron dipped his 
pen in the acid of sorrow and 
wrote, 


My days are in the yellow leaf; 

The flowers, the fruit of love are gone. 
The worm, the canker, and the grief 

Are mine alone. 


Yes, dear man or woman, pleas- 
ure promises to give the answer 
to life’s meaning, but the momen- 
tary gratification does not last. All 
the Devil’s pills are sugar-coated, 
but they soon turn to bitterness 
in the mouth. Satan gives the 
best wine first, and keeps the 
worst to the last. 


Oh, how this needs to be stressed 
in our day when many millions— 
both young and old—are turning 
to alcohol for a thrill, or to find 
escape from the problems of life! 


Upton Sinclair has written The 
Cup of Fury as a warning to his 
nation. It is a poignant record of 
despair and degradation caused by 
drink, His book is a history of his 
intimate friends, men and women 
such as Jack .London, Sinclaiu 
Lewis, Isadora Duncan, O. Henry, 
and many others, gifted men and 
women whose “moderate drink- 
ing,” as they considered it, be- 
came uncontrollable alcoholism. 


“T was raised,” 
Sinclair, “in a virtual sea of 
liquor, First it was my father. 
Then no fewer. than three of 
my uncles. Then one friend after 
another—all of them destroying 
themselves. I put before the 
public this tragic record of a 
half-century of genius, twisted 
and tortured by drink, and I 
ask that it be read with one 
fact always in the back of the 
reader’s mind: three out of four 
of today’s college students are 
drinkers.” |

Surely one cannot read this 
tragic expose without realizing the 
deceitfulness of this chief among 
the pleasures of sin. The harm- 
less looking social glass becomes 
a devouring. flame. As the Bible 
describes it, 
like a serpent, and stingeth like 
an adder” (Prov. 23:32). Like all 
the other fleshly pleasures of this 
life, it is a false refuge, a will-o- 
the-wisp, a deceiver. The pursuit 
of pleasure is playing with your 
soul’s destiny. It is like placing 
your wages into a bag with holes. 
Millions are doing this even while 
the world stands on the brink of 
disaster. My friend, are you? 


The Quest for Popularity 


is yet another pursuit of the 
soul that leads to disillusionment 
and loss. Many are afraid to ac- 
cept Christ and live for God lest 
they offend their circle of unbe- 
lieving friends. They put the favor 
of the crowd before the will of 
Christ. They try to find satisfac- 
tion in being popular, but here 
again the smile of the world does 
not satisfy the soul, nor prepare 
us for life here and hereafter. 

If such is your case, dear read- 
er, I would remind you that we 
are living in a very fickle world. 


,Human friendship is a fickle thing. 


“At the last it biteth } 


Moreover, our friends and com- 
panions whom we seek to please 
rather that God, cannot answer 
for us at the judgment throne. 
When you stand there you will 
have to stand alone. The light of 
the throne will be directed full 
upon you. The eyes of the uni- 
verse will be centered at that 
moment only upon you. The voice 
of the Judge will be addressed only 
toward you. And no man or group 
of men who kept you from Christ 
here, will ever be able to answer 
for you there, or take your pun- 
ishment for you. Inasmuch as you 
have to stand alone before . God, 
then I urge you to stand for God, 
alone if need be, here and now. 


The voice of history tells us the 
favor of men is a bag with holes. 

Lord Cobham of England was 
applauded by the Court, and had 
$35,000 a year, but was later 
cast off and lived on scraps stolen 
from the royal kitchen. 

The Duke of Wellington, once 
idolized for his military triumphs, 
later refused to have his own iron 
fence mended because it had been 
broken by an angry crowd during 
political turmoil, and he left it 
in ruins that men might see how 
fickle a thing: is human favor. 

Mark Twain- in the United 
States was universally admired. 
Did popularity satisfy him? At 
seventy-one he said, “I have had 
about enough of this world, and 
I wish I were out of it.” , 

Lord Wolsely, after serving his 
king all his life, was cast’ off from 
royal patronage in his old age 
and said, “If I had served my 
God half as faithfully as I have 
served my king, He would not have 
cast me Off like this.” 

Surely you can see, dear friend, 
how the smile of the world can 
easily change to a frown. What a 
poor refuge it is for the future 
need of your soul! Your unsaved 
friends, now keeping you from 
Christ, can give you no spiritual 
comfort when death comes into 
your home. They cannot give you 
peace when conscience rings its 
alarm. They cannot prepare you 
for that hour, soon to come upon 
you, when you will find yourself 
face to face with God-I earnestly 
urge upon you that the smile of 
this world is a very fickle thing. 
Popularity will never bring you 
to Heaven. It is a bag with holes.

Infidel Views on the Bible 


is nothing less than putting your 
treasure into a bag with holes. 

A man said to me recently, “I 
have my own philosophy of life.’ 
This man had turned from the 
Bible truth that man’s salvation 
depends on his faith in the atoning 
death of Christ, and had formulat- 
ed a little private religion of his 
own. He was too proud, too en- 
lightened, too original and dif- 
ferent to believe the old-fashioned 
dogma that the Bible was all true. 
His home-made, do-it-yourself re- 
ligion did not restrain him from 
telling a filthy story before I could 
leave his presence. 

There is an article in the cur- 
rent Liberty Magazine entitled, 
“Why I Don’t Believe in Heaven 
or Hell.” The author discarded 
belief in the Bible doctrine of Hell 
because he had come to believe 
God was a benevolent deity. Be- 
cause of his shallow thinking, he 
erroneously concluded that be- 
cause God is a God of love, He will 
not punish sinners. 

Now, my friend, if you are en- 
tertaining similar ideas, I would 
earnestly warn you that the sin 
that damns, the sin that puts a 
man beyond the pale of God's 
mercy, is unbelief. God’s Word 
tells us, “He that believeth on him 
is not condemned. But he that 
believeth not is condemned. al- 
ready, because he hath not be- 
heved in the name of the only be- 
gotten son of God’ (John 3:18). 
The one cardinal sin for which 
men and women will be eternally 
condemned is that they would not 
believe that the sacrifice of Cal- 
vary was made for them personal- 
ly by the’sinless Son of God. 

Ponder carefully,.I entreat you, 
the following words from. the 
heart of God who loves you and 
desires your salvation: “God so 
loved the world, that he gave his

(John 3:16). 

There you have God’s tremen- 
dously important message to you 
in a nutshell. First, the fact of 
God’s love for the whole world, 
therefore for you personally.

He saith unto 
him, Feed my _ sheep. He 
saith unto him the third time, 
Simon, son of Jonas, lovest 
thou me? Peter was grieved 
because he said unto him the 
third time, Lovest thou me? 
And he said unto him, Lord, 
thou knowest all things; thou 
knowest that I love thee. Je- 
sus saith unto him, Feed my 
sheep.” —John 21:3-17. 


III, What Brought Peter Back 
Into Fellowship and Cleansing 
and Service? 

We have traced some of those 
elements which led to Peter’s 
downfall. And now let us rejoice 
in certain elements that brought 
Peter back to fellowship with God, 
back to cleansing for his back- 
Sliding, and back into the Chris- 
tian: ministry. 


1. The -Lord Jesus Prayed for 
Peter, and Satan Could Not 
Have Him! 

I have said that Peter did not 
lose his salvation. We are not 
now discussing how a man lost 
' his salvation and had to be saved 
again. No, no! One of God’s own 
children fell into sin, and lost fel- 
lowship with his father, and dis- 
honored his Saviour. One of God’s 
own children, called to wonder- 
ful work, for a moment turned 
aside from that labor. He lost his 
joy. He may have lost his assur- 
ance, too. But God did not give 
Peter up. 

Jesus had guaranteed that Sa- 
tan could not have Peter. “And 
the Lord said, Simon, Simon, be- 
hold, Satan hath desired to have 
you, that he may sift you as 
wheat: But I have prayed for 
thee, that thy faith fail not: and 
when thou art converted, strength- 
en thy brethren” (Luke 22:31, 32). 

Jesus prayed for Peter! 

We are commanded to pray for 
one another. In putting on the 
whole armor of God we are ad- 
monished to pray always “for all 
saints” (Eph. 6:18). And I can 
think of nothing any saint of God 
can do for me better than to pray 
for me. 

The other day in Winston-Salem, 
North Carolina, two fine Christian 
women came to me. They are 
readers of The Sword Of The 
Lord, they said. They have fol- 
lowed my ministry for years since 
my city-wide campaign in that 
city some eleven years. before. 
And one said to me, “I want you 
to know that your name is men- 
tioned aloud before the Lord 
every day in earnest prayer. We 
never forget to pray for you.” 


That made my heart sing. And 
of all the blessed resources and 
kindnesses which I value, this I 
prize the most, that some dear 
saints of God hold me up to od 
in prayer. 

Years ago a quartet of lovely 
women who loved me used to sing 
for me in a big tabernacle in Dal- 
las, Texas, the following song:

Yes, Christians need to pray for 
one another. But sometimes the 
prayers of the best Christians are 
not necessarily answered. One 
may pray wrongly. Of one may 
pray without faith. Or one may 
waver and not persist in prayer. 
But we have a high priest to pray 
for us whose prayers are always 
heard and always answered! 
That high priest prayed for Peter. 

Do you ask me how I know Pe- 
ter did not lose his salvation, and 
how I know that I have not, be- 
cause of my many failures and 
sins, sometime lost my salvation? 
Well, here is the answer from 
Romans 8:34. 

“Who is he that condemneth? 
It is Christ that died, yea rather, 
that is risen again, who is even 
at the right hand of God, who al- 
so maketh intercession for us.” 
Jesus makes intercession for us! 
He is the priest, the mediator, the 
intercessor who takes our part be- 
fore God! Satan is the accuser, 
but Jesus-is the defender. We 
are His and He will never let us 
go! 

There is glory here for the be- 
liever. ; 

“Seeing then that we have a 
great high priest, that is passed 
into the heavens, Jesus the Son 
of God, let us hold fast our pro- 
fession. For we have not an 
high priest which cannot be 
touched with the feeling of our 
infirmities; but was in all points 
tempted like as we are, yet with- 
out sin. “Let us therefore come 
boldly unto the throne of grace, 
that we may obtain mercy, and

find grace to help in time of 
need.’”’—Heb. 4:14-16. 

Yes, Jesus is touched with the 
feeling of our infirmities. He was 
tempted in every point like we 
are, yet He did not sin. He cer- 
tainly knows how, out of His lov- 
ing compassion, to take our part 
and intercede for us. 

Oh, what a priest is Jesus! 

“But this man, because he con- 
tinueth ever, hath an unchange- 
able priesthood. Wherefore he is 
able also to savei them to the ut- 
termost that come unto God by 
him, seeing he ever liveth to make 
intercession for them” (Heb. 
4344, Z). 

Yes, Jesus is able to save to the 
uttermost. He saved Peter 
through all the lying and cursing 
and swearing and denying and 
the renouncing of the ministry and 
going back into the fishing busi- 
ness! He saved Peter through all 
the discouragement and sorrow 
and misunderstanding, and even 
the failing of his faith and as- 
surance. So He is able to save 
Peter and me and you even “to the 
uttermost... .seeing he”éver. liveth 
to make intercession.” 

Was Peter faithful? Oh, no. 
And neither have I been faithful 
nor have you many a time. But 
here is our security. “If we be- 
lieve not, yet he abideth faithful: 
he cannot deny himself.’’ God said 
in the Old Testament that He is 
married to the backslider (Jer. 
3:14). And Jesus told Peter that 
He could not give him up, He 
would not let Peter go. Jesus 
prayed for Peter, and His prayer, 
of course, was answered, as His 
prayer always is for every feeble 
saint ! : 

Yes, the fact that Jesus prayed 
made certain that Peter could be 
restored to fellowship and service 
and that Satan would not have 
him. 

Oh, Satan sifted Peter and Pe- 
ter lost some of the brag, some 
of the self-confidence, but he him- 
self was not lost. 


2. Peter Had a New Nature, Born 
of God, That Could Not Be Con- 
tent Away From Christ 

Here is a wonderful thing. As 
Jesus was committed to Peter, so 
there was something in Peter com- 
mitted to the Lord Jesus. It was 
not only that Peter was counted 
righteous for Jesus’ sake, but some 
of that righteousness was impart- 
ed to Peter and put in his heart. 


Over one simple sentence in this 
account in Luke 22:62, I have 
wept with joy. Oh, it is a sad 
verse, but it is exceeding joyful. 
“And Peter went out, and wept 
bitterly.” 


That proves to me that Peter 
did not want to sin. He was dis- 
tressed and heartbroken because 
he had done wrong. 


Later when Jesus came to the 
seaside and miraculously caused 
them to get a net full of great 
fish, when they had fished all 
night in vain, around the morning 
breakfast camp fire Peter said to 
Jesus, “Yea, Lord: thou knowest 
that I love thee.” And then he 
said it again, and then he said the 
third time, ‘“‘Lord, thou knowest 
all things; thou knowest that I 
love thee” (John 21:15-17). Peter 
was grieved in his heart. He 
knew that the dear Lord Jesus 
saw what was in his troubled and 
penitent heart. Peter had loved 
Jesus before and offered. to die 
for Him. Now he loved Him still. 
And Jesus in the same passage 
tells Peter that one glad tri- 
umphant day Peter will die as a 
martyr for this same Saviour he 
loves so much. 


I am saying that Peter had a 
new nature. 


Lot had the same thing. He 
went down to Sodom where he had 
no business being. He kept com- 
pany with wicked men and called 
them brethren. For business rea- 
sons, I suppose, Lot lived in Sod- 
om and let his town and his family 
go to Hell. But there is more to 
the story than appears on the sur- 
face. For II Peter 2:7, 8 tells us 
that God “...delivered just> Lot, 
vexed with the filthy conversation 
of the wicked. For that righteous 
man dwelling among them, in see- 
ing and hearing, vexed his right- 
eous soul from day to day with 
their unlawful deeds.’ And then 
the Scripture says about Lot, ‘“‘The 
Lord knoweth how to deliver the 
godly out of temptations....” 
You see, here Lot is called a just 
man, a righteous man. We are 
told that he had a righteous soul, 


and that he was a godly man. And|, 


we learn that that righteous soul 
within Lot grieved and was trou- 
bled day by day over his bad as- 
sociations and over his failure and 
sin. Yes, the child of God has a 
new nature that will find no peace 
in sin. 

David knew that too. 

Had I lived back in David's 
time and had I known that he had 
led into sin the wife of a dear 
friend and after the adultery had 
murdered that friend to keep the 
first sin secret, I would have felt 
holy indignation against David. 
Doubtless I would have counted 
him a wicked, unconverted man. 
I can.imagine that someone said, 
“That psalm-singing hypocrite! 
‘The Lord is my shepherd,’ he says 
and he goes to adultery and mur- 
der. He has fooled others but he 
cannot fool me. He is a wicked 
man against God!” 


So someone may have thought. 
But they would be wrong. And if 
you will read the fifty-first Psalm 
you will find out how badly wrong 
they were. For David cried out, 
“My sin is ever before me. Against 
thee, thee only, have I sinned, and 
done. this evil in thy sight.” And 
David prayed to be cleansed from 
blood guiltiness. He pleaded, “Take 
not thy holy spirit from me.” He 
begged God to renew a right spirit 
within him. He wanted to be 
cleansed so he could teach trans- 
pressors God’s way and win souls. 
That heartbroken cry of David 
shows how a Christian feels when 
he becomes conscious’ of his sin 
and failure. Oh, how I have read 
it many times and made that my 
prayer. ‘There is something in the 
heart of a Christian that is never 
satisfied with sin. 

A preacher, a man who talked 


more about the water of bap- 
tism than he did the _ blood 
of Calvary, a man who knew 


the letter, but sadly I fear did not 
know much of the spirit of the 
Gospel, once said to me, “If I be- 
lieved as you do, that a man could 
be saved and then he would be kept 
by God’s power, I would get saved 
and then I would go and have my 
fill of sin and do everything I 
pleased!” 

But I answered him, “If you do 
not already have your fill of sin, 
then you do not have the salvation 
I have and the Saviour I have.” 

Once Dr. H. C. Morrison, that 
grand Holiness Methodist preach- 
er, editor of the Pentecostal 
Herald, was asked the question, 
“Dr. Morrison, have you gotten 
to where you cannot sin?” I sup- 
pose that the question was rather 
lighthearted. 

But that godly man said most 
earnestly, “No, but I have got to 
where I cannot enjoy sin.” Well,

I do not preach or believe in the 
present-day eradication of the car- 
nal nature. I have never found 
myself to be sinless, as much as 
I would like to be. I do not claim 
that I have no carnal nature. But, 
thank God, I have already reached 
the place where I do not enjoy sin. 
And so had Peter. He went out 
and wept bitterly over his failure 
and sin. 


First John 3:9 says, “Whosoever 
is born of God doth not commit 
sin; for his seed remaineth in him: 
and he cannot sin, because he is 
born of God.” Does that mean 
that no saved person ever sins? 
No, I think it means that the one 
who is born of God, the new nature 
not the old nature, does not sin. 
As Paul was inspired to say it in 
Romans 7:17, ‘Now then it is no 
more I that do it, but sin that 
dwelleth in me.” The new nature 
does not sin, cannot sin because 
it is born of God. And oh, how 
the new nature grieves at being 
tied to the old sinful nature. But 
there is in every Christian the di- 
vine nature. We are born of God. 
We are partakers of His nature. 
The Spirit of God dwells in our 
bodies. A really born-again Chris- 
tian cannot remain content in sin. 
So Peter wept. That new man 
within Peter helped to bring him 
back to fellowship. 


3. God’s Circumstances: Rooster 
and Fish Help Peter to Come Back 

God controlled the circumstanc- 
es to bring Peter back to fellow- 
ship and cleansing and _ service. 
God used the rooster’s crowing. 
The divine record said, “And Peter 
said, Man, I know not what thou 
sayest. And immediately, while 
he yet spake, the cock crew. And 
the Lord turned, and looked upon 
Peter. And Peter remembered 
the word of the Lord, how he had 
said unto him, Before the cock 
crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. 
And Peter went out, and wept bit- 
terly” (Luke 22:60-62). There was 
a divine connection. .When..Peter 
denied the Saviour the third time 
the cock crew. Immediately Peter 
was smitten in heart, remember- 
ing what Jesus said. And lo, at 
that moment Jesus, before the 
Sanhedrin, was looking beyond the 
crowd to him, Peter!

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umphal entry of Jesus, “Hosanna 
to the son of David.” So they 
urged Jesus fo have these be quiet. 
But Jesus answered, “If these 
should hold their peace, the stones 
would immediately cry out” (Luke 
19:40). 


God often used animals. Don’t 
you remember that God let Ba- 
laam’s ass talk to him and rebuke 
the disobedient prophet? (Num. 
22:25). And when they brought 
Jesus, according to His _ instruc- 
tions, an ass’s colt on which never 
a man had sat, the donkey will- 
ingly, gladly obeyed the wish of 
Jesus and walked sedately along 
the street while the people shout- 
ed, ‘‘Hosanna to the son of David.” 

God had ravens to feed Elijah. 
He would have no trouble having 
a rooster crow to warn a preacher 
and bring the preacher to forsake 
his sin! 

Well, as the twenty-first chap- 
ter of John tells us, Peter has quit 
the ministry. No doubt he thought, 
“No one would want to hear me 
now. I have cursed and sworn 
and denied the Saviour. I am a 
disgrace. I guess the Lord would 
not want me to go on preaching 
after I have done so. wickedly. 
Well, I have a family to support; 
my mother-in-law lives with me. 
The only business I know is fish- 
ing. So I will go fishing again.” 

The other apostles volunteered 
to go with him and so they went 
back to the Sea of Galilee. 

But they fished all night and 
caught not a fish. Do you know 
why? I think the Lord Jesus 
called to all the fish in the lake 
and told them to go into some hid- 
den cove and so avoid the net un- 
til this preacher could learn that 
it is a poor, sorry business running 
away from God and trying to 
make a living in fishing when one 
is called to preach! Yes, and it 
is bad to be writing insurance or 
selling automobiles or making Ma- 
sonic lectures or teaching school 
when God has called one to preach 
the Gospel! And all the fishes 
were glad to help God teach a 
preacher this lesson! 

Did not Jesus once before in- 
struct a fish where to go to find 
a golden coin that had _ been 
dropped overboard from some 
ship, and instruct him to hold the 
coin in his mouth and to go to a 
certain place and get on the hook 
which Peter let down? (Matt. 


Jesus came to the seaside and 
told the disciples in that sweet 
voice that so mystified them and 
yet charmed them (since they did 
not at once recognize him), “Let 
down the net on the other side.” 
Then the dear Lord Jesus spoke in 
some mystic language that fish 
understood and they rushed _ to 
crowd into the net—153_ great 
ones! Oh, I am sure that the 
fish were glad to please their Cre- 
ator, to call-back a wandering 
child. 


And in the great haul of fish, 
Peter, after John’s’ suggestion, 
recognized the Saviour and-swam 
ashore to see Him and to be re- 
stored to fellowship and to be 
recommissioned as a 
preacher and apostle! 


It is wonderful how God uses 
circumstances. On a cloudy day, 
driving from Dallas, Texas, to Chi- 
cago, we had prayed that God 
would help me to win a man that 
day. Then, unwittingly, I took a 
wrong turn in Oklahoma _ which 
would go fifty miles out of my 
way, but found that God had done 
it to bring me the answer of a 
fervent prayer and to lead a soul 
to Christ. When I stopped at the 
filling station and found a hungry- 
hearted man, I led him to. the 
Saviour. Then we went back to 
our highway and on our way re- 
joicing. 

A circumstance once moved Dr. 
Bob Jones, Sr., to leave the hotel 
in Atlanta where he had reserva- 
tions, and go unannounced to Bir- 
mingham, Alabama, a day earlier 
than he had planned.

He stopped to meditate and 
turned back and abandoned the 
trip to Moscow, for which he al- 
ready had an airline ticket. He 
read the booklet and turned to 
Christ and wrote to tell me about 
it.

denly found himself a target for 
machine-gun fire. God had been 
dealing with him, but suddenly he 
came to crisis of decision. “Yes, 
Lord, I will preach! I’ll preach!” 
he said. 

. God uses circumstances for our 
good. He may take a man’s baby 
home to Heaven to win the man’s 
soul. He may send a rooster to 
remind a preacher of his sin. He 
may keep fish out of the net or 
put them in the net to work out 
His plan. Thank God that all the 
circumstances are under God's 
control and He uses tham for the 
good of His children and to bring 
the wanderer home, as He did 
with Peter. 


4. Jesus Personally Sought 
Out Peter 


Jesus had promised Peter, “...I 
have prayed for thee, that thy 
faith fail not.” But Jesus had not 
only prayed to the Father, Jesus 
personally saw to it that Peter 
was pressed back into service, was 
brought to confession and cleans- 
ing. 

When Peter prayed and _ the 
rooster crew, Peter looked at Je- 
sus, “and the Lord turned, and 
looked upon Peter.” How those 
sweet, sad eyes of the Saviour 
haunted Peter! Jesus would not 
let him go. 


When Jesus was arisen from 
the dead, He had the angel say, 
“Tell his disciples and Peter that 
he goeth before you into Galilee: 
there shall ye see him, as he said 
unto you.” Oh, those sweet words, 
“And Peter.” Jesus did not name 
James or John or Matthew or Na- 
thanael or Andrew or anyone else 
but Peter! Poor backslidden. Pe- 
ter. Jesus loved him and wanted 
him and sent him special word. 


It may well be that if the angel 
had simply said, “Go...tell his 
disciples,” Peter would have said, 
“Well, I am not His disciple any 
longer. That is what.I told the 
others. I cursed and swore and 
denied Him and now _— Jesus 
wouldn’t call me one of His dis- 
ciples.”” So Jesus took particular 
pains to send the word, “Tell my 
disciples and Peter.” 


Then Jesus Himself went to 
Galilee as He had promised. He 
came to the lakeside. He made a 
fire on the beach and there He 
began to cook fish and bread. But 
Peter must know that Jesus had 
work for him to do particularly. 
So “Jesus saith unto them, Bring 
of the fish which ye have now 
caught. Simon Peter went up, and 
drew the net to land full. of gréat 
fishes, an hundred and fifty and 
tmHree . wk 


Here is something sweetly amus- 
ing. And in John 21:6 the Scrip- 
“They cast therefore, 
and now they were not able to 
draw it for the multitude of 
fishes.” All the men in the boat 
were not able to draw the net be- 
fore. But now when Jesus want- 
ed some of those fish, Peter him- 
self went up and drew the net to 
land full of great fishes—an hun- 
dred and fifty and three! Oh, he 
could pull as much as ten men 
now, if Jesus wanted him again to 
serve! 

And then Jesus asked the ques- 
tion directly. He said nothing 
about Peter’s long training as a 
‘disciple, or of the vows. before 
made and broken. He = simply 
brought up the question; ‘Peter, 
do you really love Me? Do you 
love Me more than you love the 
fishing business?” 

Peter had no boasts now, but 
he said simply, “Lord, thou know- 
est that I love thee.” Peter still 
loved Jesus! Peter still had the 
new heart! And so Peter was 
saved and if he loved Jesus, then 
he had a right to serve Jesus! So 
Jesus plainly told him, “Feed my 
lambs, feed my sheep!” 

Oh, Jesus sought Peter per- 
sonally and called him back into 
the glad service of the Gospel. 


5. Peter Had to Come 
Serve God Because He Had an 
Uneanceled Call 


In Romans 11:29 we are _ told, 
“For the gifts and calling of God 
are without repentance.” So, the 
context instructs us; God has not 
forsaken the Jews as a nation. In- 
dividual Jews have rejected Him 
and have gone to Hell, and some 
others will do so. But as a na- 
tion God had called Israel for a 
special purpose and God has never 
canceled that call. ‘The gifts and 
calling of God are without re- 
pentance’’! 

So when God saves a sinner He

keeps Him saved. So when God 
calls a preacher, God does not 
change His mind. 


Peter had a calling of God. To 
him were given the keys of the 
kingdom in the sense that he 
should make the great announce- 
ment at Jerusalem to the Jews, 
and to Co~nelius and his household 
as Gentiles. I say, God had plans 
for Peter that had never been can- 
celed, commands and _ promises 
that had never been rescinded. I 
am glad that Jesus Christ is the 
Same yesterday, today, and for- 
ever! I am glad that He is long- 
suffering and of tender mercy. I 
am glad that He will not always 
chide, neither will He keep His 
anger forever. I am glad that He 
gives people a new chance. 

I remember so gladly how 
though Jonah rebelled and ran 
away to sea, God dealt with him 
and used the circumstances again, 
including a whale, to bring Jonah 
to his senses and bring him back 
to land; and then again the word 
of the Lord came unto Jonah the 
son of Amittai, saying, “Arise, go 
to Nineveh, that great city, and 
preach unto it the preaching that 
I bid thee.” Thank God He called 
again. 

God made great promises to 
Jacob. And Jacob made _ holy 
vows at Bethel which I fear he 
did not heed too well. He had 
promised, ‘This place shall be to 
me the. house of God,” and yet 
some thirty years went by before 
Jacob ever visited that place again 
to worship God. But God called 
him to come back to Bethel again 
and Jacob did. 


You see, God brought Peter 
back because God doesn’t change 
His mind. His love is not fickle. 
His promises are unchangeable. 
And so Peter had an uncanceled 
call and God would not let him go. 

Someone reads this perhaps who 
is out of the will of God. I do not 
doubt that if Jesus should ask you 
the question you would say too, 
“Lord, thou knowest that I love 
thee.” Then turn your back on 
wandering and confess and forsake 
your sin and come again to the 
place of blessing! Take up the 
cross again. The God who would 
not give up Jonah or Jacob or 
Peter, the God who is married to 
the backslider, and the dear Sav- 
iour who has prayed for every 
child of God and will not let us 
go, wants you back in His service. 

Here is a wonderfully sweet 
promise: “If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive 
us-our ‘sins;-aned to-cleanse us from 
all ugrighteousness” (I John 1:9). 
Now in a moment I hope you will 
go down on your knees or go to 
some secret place alone and there 
make honest confession of sin and 
failure. Perhaps you will weep as 
Peter did, perhaps not. But at 
any rate, confess your failing, and 
offer yourself again to the service 
God has for you. O  backslider 
in heart, the Lord Jesus prays for 
you and will not let you go! You 
are dear to God. You are bought 
with a price. 

You will remember that the 
prodigal son had been in a far 
country. He had wasted his sub- 
stance. He had sinned grievously, 
but how gladly the father saw him 
a great way off and ran and fell 
on his neck and kissed him! And 
the great feast and music and 
dancing at the home of the re- 
turned prodigal were no sweeter 
than will be the joy in your own 
heart and the bells ringing in 
Heaven if you, dear backslider, 
will come back to the Father's 
arms and back to the Saviour’s 
side and work today!
